A  Letter  addreffed  to  Noviciatus, 
Sib, 

rpHE  blood  red  hands,  and  thcdirtoried  feature*, 
JL  with  which  the  Virginian  appeared  at  the  laffc 
Convention,  were  the  intimate  companions  of  a  dif- 
tcTpercd  brain.  Thelate  animadverfions  on  his  po- 
litical character  and  publications,  had  unhappily  ag- 
gravated a  di (order,  cf  which  alarming  fymptoms  had 
Wee  frequently  been  obferved  in  his  conducl;  ond 
bis  iaftcompofition  confiims  the  melancholy  facl,  that 
a  defperaccinfanity  hath  feized  him. 

As  you,  Sir,  (though  I  believe  it  was  far  from  your 
intention.)  have  contributed  to  the  increafe  of  his 
misfortune,  it  fetus  peculiarly  ungenerous  in  you 
(excufe  plaind  dealing)  to  ridicule  what  fhould  ra-* 
ther  be  coiifidercd  his  affliction  than  his  crime.  To 
account  for  this  inhumanity,  I  mi;d  fuppofc,  that  be- 
in  %  a  flranger  to  him,  you  have  not  adverted  to  his 
condition.  Therefore,  1  fhall  take  the  liberty  ofpro- 
pofinj;  3  few  oft'-  c  many  queftions  fuggefted  byhimfclf» 
vhich,  I  am  pc.fuaded,  will  convince  you  of  your 
«ror. 

How  do  you  account  for  his  not  entering  into  the 
merits  of  the  Craft  he  was  anxious  to  plead,  until  at 
rtr  its  final  deciffon  ? 

When  he  attempts  to  reafon,  does  he  not  wander 
into  a  rhapfedy  of  words  without  pertinent  ideas  f 

LikeotherBeJ'amiics,  does  he  not  affecl  fuperior 
fagacity,  and  rcalze  dangers  that  the  fober-minded 
Itr.owtobcmcre  phantoms? 

Can  it  be  poffible  for  a  man,  who  fcldom  goes  into 
eompeny  but  when  bufinefs  calls  him,  (St who  never  fo- 
liated the  intered  or  the  vote  of  an  individual,  to  court 
.fccnour  and  popularity  ? 

Is  it  not  madnefs  to  boaft,  that  he  is  an  honed  in- 
ofFenfive  man,  and  at  the  fame  time,  he  guilty  of  the 
moft  glaring  pcrvevfion?  of  truth  and  fcurrilous  abufe? 

Would  any  one  in  his  fober  fenfes  glory  in  a  p..  tition. 
that  is  fraught  with  the  moll  injurious  falfhoods? 

Is  itpofublefora  cbnftian  in  his  right  nv'nd  to  apply 
•afPges  taken  from  the  faaed  records,  to  the  moll 
Judicious  and  pevcrfe  purpofes? 

Arc  not  a'l  lunatics  fubjeft  to  themoft  unaccounta- 
ble terrors  and  dilgiills  in  'bme  inftanccs,  whilft  they 
manifed  an  uncommon  degree  of  genus  in  others? 
This  is  ptecifeJy  the  cafe  with  the  Virginian.  His 
fhtket  of  wit  areexquiinely  fublimc,  &  the  delicacy  & 
keengefs  of  his  fatire  are  absolutely  incomparable j 
tut  when  he  turns  his  tUtenfiton  to  the  Great  Men  of 
Jts  :tucke,  hear  how  he  ravels.  Fortune  hunter,  tyrants, 
jjarric.do.s,  vulture,  the  mod  unparaleled  mondera 
t>f  iniquity  Then  in  a  moment  he  is  filled  with  hor- 
tor,  as  if  a  pack  of  hell-hounds  were  let  loofc  upon  him. 
lie  prepares  him  "elf  for  themoft  excruciating  torments 
devoutly  prays  to  Gon,  and  with  chriftian  fortitude 
tsd resignation  yields  up  the  gholt. 

Y,"hcn  I  lead  his  lad  pes formmicc,  it  brings  to  my 
temcmbiance a  Gentleman,  who,  todifprovcacharge 
of  lunacy,  removed  a  brick  building  to  a  moic  commo- 
dious fituotion,  by  a  device  that  could  never  have  en- 
gaffed  the  thoughts  of  areafonable  man.  But  unluc- 
kily the  expence  amounted  to  iour  tunes  the  value  of 
the  hottf*,  which  effectually  confirmed  the  charge. 
So  the  Virginian  by  labouring  to  difplay  fuperior  ta- 
lents, has  proclaimed  to  the  public,  what  was  only 
fufpeftcd  bofoie  by  a  few, — that  he  is  a  madman. 

Now,  Sir,  iiiflead  of  exhortin-  him  to  be  a  goodman, 
{which  in  chai  icy  you  o»i^ht  to  believe  is  true  of  all  but 
Saran,)  you  had  recommended  the  well  known  rcmc- 
tJ  es  of  mating,  blidciii:£,  and  low  diet,  as  indifpen- 
filVc  to  his  cafe,  you  would  have  given  a  better  proof 
of  your  penetration  and  lie  ill.  You  ought  alio  to  have 
fuggePadto  his  friends,  the  neceffity  of  admin. firing 
fci.ee  do'cs  of  Ratan  to  allay  the  turbiilcncy  of  his 
Ipirits,  without  which  the  other  articles  may  not  be 
tffiicacious. 

Perhaps  you  will  retort,  and  fay  that  I  have  been 
•<  imprudent  as  yourfelf.  I  confefs  the  fault :  and, 
fcy  way  of apology,  beg  'cavetoobferve,  That  I  con- 
sidered his  publication-,  and  feme  of  his  more  private 
compofitions,  as  malicious  attempts  to  affafinate  the 
characters  of  thole  who  had  thwarted  his  ambitious 
deigns.  Therefore*  as  amurdeicr  is  executed  to  pre 
Tent  a  repetition  of  the  crime,  I  dated  his  political 
conduct  and  principles  in  their  true  point  of  view,  that 
>ie  might  no  longer  have  it  in  his  power  to  injure  others. 
Jut  when  I  find  that  he  has  likewile  differed  his  en- 
vy and  ambition  to  dedroy  his  own  rationality,  1  anl 
gefoived  never  again  to  interrupt  the  Ckazy  Doctor,

Mr.  Bradforo, 

AMONG  ali  the  objects  which  ha?e  in  any  age 
imploycd  the  attention  of  mankind,  the  educa- 
tion of  youth  rs  of  the  fid  importance  All  moral 
and  political  writers  have  confidercd  it.  in  this  light, 
and  vol  umcs  have  been  compofed  on  t  he  fubjeft.  Pcn 
haps  nothing  can  reflect  a  greater  difgrace  upon  hu- 
man natuie  than  the  general  neglect  of  thofeeafy  and 
hatural  methods  by  which  the  tender  minds  may  be 
enlightened  and  the  heart  fmpreffed  with  the  princi- 
ples of  virtue  and  honour.  The  frd  misfortune  is, 
that  fuperdition  and  party  fpirit  bate  generally  [hatch* 
ed  thebulincfs  out  of  the  hands  of  the  liberal  and  dif 
inteieded,  and  our  youth  are  fronl  their  cradle  inlid- 
ed  for  the  fervicc  of  fome  feci  or  intered  In  church 
or  date.  Every  neighbourhood  encourages  fchools 
tinder  different  teachds  according  to  the  different 
doctrines  which  are  prevailing  among  the  people; 
ond  in  the  paltry  contention  for  a  trifling  falary,  the 
rnadcrs  degenerate  into  traders  of  knowledge  and  con- 
fuitmore  what  will  fell  bed,  than  what  will  be  of  molt 
advantage  to  their  pupils  in  future  life.  Infuch  a  li- 
tuation  there  art  buttworcfources  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  real  knowledge  and  the  improvement  of  the 
human  mind.  Either  the  date  mud  take  up  the  ma- 
nagement of  this  important  bufinefs,  as  is  propofedby 
one  of  the  laws  or  bills  m  the  reviled  code  of  Virgi- 
nia; or  a  number  of  felect  and  honourable  gentlemen" 
mud  he  intruded  with  it  and  enabled  lo  undertake  con- 
fiderab'e  designs  for  the  benefit  of  the  rifing  generati- 
on. Such  ?  body  of  men  1  have  hoped  to"  fee  in  the 
trudces  of  the  Tranfylvania  feminary,  efpecially  as 
thei  c  feems  to  be  many  gentlemen  of  refpedtabld 
characters  appointed  from  the  d  ffeient  denominations 
among  us.  I  think  there  ought  toite different derio* 
m  naiions  toprefervc  ajcaloufy  in  thole  cafes  where 
the  writer  who  appears  in  your  fourth  paper  fays  it  is 
a  virtue ;  and  watchtulneft  where  it  is  a  duty.  I  think 
alfo  it  is  very  happy  that  they  arc  men  of  resectable 
char?.ctcisand  enlarged  minds;  becaufc  if  they  were 
not  thofe  jcalculics  might  degenerate  into  feuds  or 
quarrels  and  that  watchfulnefs  might,  produce  a  con- 
tinual oppofuion  to  every  propofition  for  the  public 
good.  Whenever  theie  appears  any  unneceffary  de- 
lay in  the  deps  which  are  calculated  to  promote  the 
deftgn  of  fuch  an  indituticn  ;  it  mud  arife  from  one 
ofthefecaufes  either  a  weak  and  imjudifiablejealoufy  { 
or  from  Ule  difcotertoE  partial  intentions  and  unjull 
views  in  thofe  who  h.ave  recommended  any  particular 
plan,  lam  fur  from  prcfummgto  lay  that  the  honoura- 
ble board  haVemade  unneccilary  delays.  If  they  have  I 
an  far  from  judging  from  which  ofshefe  caufes  their 
delays  have  aiilen.  However  it  is  pretty  evident) 
that  if  any  plains  ever  .nropofed  or  efpoufed  without 
the  appearance  of  moderation  and  impartiallity  ,•  no 
authority  can  prevent  jealosies  from  arlfing,  and  when 
they  bate  taken  place  it  w  ill  require  more  than  pro- 
feffions  of  liberality  to  remove  them.  Wifdom  and 
Virtue  Catholicus  excellently  .obferves,  are  the  faithful 
guardians  of  lihe;  ty  ;  and  for  thl-  reafon  it  is  incumbenf 
upon  the  Trudees  of  the  Tranfylvania  feminary  to  be 
faithful  guardians  of  wifdom  and  virtue.  For  thongh 
the  policy  of  our  country  has  cut  the  Jtnev/s  of  cvclcfi- 
aflic.il  ambition  by  abolijbing  all  partial  emoluments ; 
yet  it  is  pofliblv>  that  religious  faction  may  be  more 
than  ideal.  Therewas  a  time  when  ci.iiliianity  was 
thegeneial  religion  of  a  country  without  any  partial 
emoluments;  and  yetfaftion  loon  began  to  rage  with 
excCffivc  fury.  If  then  the  board  lliculd  exercife  an 
nbfoiutc  credulity  »"n  the  Teachers  of  ahy  particular  de- 
nomination; might  they  not  foohpoffes  thol'e  parti- 
al emoluments  in  an  opulent  femintry  which  the  poli- 
cy of  their  country  may  have  dunied  tneffl  ?  Or  if  a 
Hiajority  of  Teachers  might  be  chofen  from  any  cne 
denominat'on,  g|  Catholicus  feems  to  plead;  would 
not  thofe,  who  h.»vc  the  mod  learned  men  among 
them  gain  the  afcendency  from  the  beginning,  aixl 
piobabJy  hold  it  ou'.  to  the  end  ?  I  am  not  for  ba- 
nifljtng  religion  frot*  feminarics  of  learning;  but  I 
think  there  is  3  diffcrchcc  between  fchools  and  church- 
es. It  will  be  lurticient  to  mfpire  the  tender  minds  of 
youth  with  ;i  ruverence  for  the  religion  of  their  coun- 
try; and  afincKre  benevolence  for  all  whoprofefs  it. 
But  there  arc  oply  two  ways  ijiatl  can  lee  to  prevent 


a  feminary  of  learning  from  being  fubfervicnt  to  the 
views  of  a  particular  feci.  Either  the  teachers  muft 
be  chofen  in  fome  equal  manner  from  thed  ffeient  de- 
nominations of  chriftians ;  or  the  board  lhould  take 
effectual  meafures  te  mike  the  Teachers  lenfiblc  that 
they  are  employed  to  enlarge  the  mind  and  not  to  ham- 
per it  with  prejudices;  that  they  are  to  p  omotc  virtue 
and  the  love  of  truth  by  their  cenverfation  and  ex- 
ample ;  not  to  train  up  their  pupils  for  the  contro- 
verfiesof  particular  feels.  I  offer thefe  thoughts  to 
the  public  as  an  individual  who  am  Concerned  for 
the  welfare  of  others;  and  as  a  particular  well-wifhcr 
to  the  Tranfylvania  feminary.  1  have  ib  good  an  opini- 
on of  the  Honourable  Board,  that  I  am  perfuaded  they 
Will  iK-ver  employ  their  influence  to  fervcthcendsof 
any  party.  They  will  never  facrifice  to  partial  or  pri- 
vate intered  the  property  which  has  been  intruded 
with  them  for  the  mod  important  purpofes  of  fociety. 
Whenever  they  can  fee  the  didricl  prepared  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  theinditution,  they  will  cheerfully  fct 
about  their  work:  but  they  will  not  be  induced  by 
the  fubferiptions  of  one  party  to  mifapply  the  contri- 
butions of  others.

May  itpltafe  your  Excellency, 

TTAVING  waited  thus  far  in  expectation  of  per- 
il if  million  to  join  the  Spanilh  troops  in  South-A-i 
faierica,  and  having  sxprefled  t->  your  Excellency  ani 
ardent  inclination  to  obtain  the  mere  honour  of  fert- 
mg  in  any  Spanifh  regiment  as  a  volunteer;  which 
requintions  as  they  were  not  complied  with  indue  time 
I  beg  leave  to  decline  the  acceptance  of  any  rank  or  de- 
gree in  the  ferviceof  his  Catholic  Wajcftt.— The  an- 
nals of  hidory  mud  have  informed  your  Excellency, 
that  many  nations  have  had  abundant  reafon  to  depjord 
the  impolicy  of  thole  whom  they  had  inverted  witW 
the  powers  of  government,  in  flighting  the  pioSFcrei 


jkrvicet  of  m tn  (however  yfwig  like  myfelf)  wnofe  hent, 
Jhudy  and  i  iclination  n  tnraily  led  to  tactical  purfaits 
and  to  war,  a  nd  who  afterwards  arrived  to  the  highefl 
pinnacle  of  niilitary  eminence  and  glory;  at  the  woful 
experience  tfjuch  countries  and  ft  ate  s  as  had  rejected 
thofe  ea'ly  overtures  of  jervice  in  ther  armies.

young  ana  infgnific  ant  foldier  of  fortune)  what  France 
had  juffered  from  a  rejected  Eugene;  and  that  Saxc, 
yrhofe  Jetvices  had  been-  refujed  by  an  Englifb  court) 
had  afterwards  fertilized  the  plains  of  the  Netherlands
